LoNDoir, Oct. 16.— Sir Edward Clarke, 
Q. C, Obnservative member of parlia- 
ment for Plymouth, who •vvas soliiiitor 
general in Lord Salisbury's previous 
ministry, in speaking :it Yorlj, expresHed 
great anxiety over the outcome of tlie 
Venezuelan dispute, in view of the ap- 
proach of the eltictions. He said the 
decision ' of the American bound- 
u-y eoii.mission would be against 
I'^n^laiii!, not because it was a 
hostile cominiseion, but because no 
lione.st ami impartial arbitrator could 
iiiul in favor of I'inglaiid on the evidence. 
" We need not, have recognized the coni- 
misBion," he said. " We were notcalleil 
upon to negotiate treaties with the 
United States with regard to Venezuela. 
If the blue book containing the 
Venezuelan brief rejjreeontcd the 
real moderate contentions of Vene- 
zuela tliere ought to bo immediate 
negotiations and a consent to arbitra- 
tion. England should be prejiared to 
accept tlie consefjuences of such arbi- 
tration in the delimitation of the line, 
which after all matters very little. If 
the United States attempt to force upon 
us the iiievitahli; det^ision of their com- 
mlseioii, pa.'^Bloiiate reBentment would 
be aroused. That's why we are running 
what I conceive to be a serious risk." 

A dispatch from ManaL'ua, Niitaragua, 
Bays that several inliueiUial citizens 
have been arrested and imprisoned on 
suspicion of cons|)iring to stai't another 
revolution looking to the overthrow of 
President Zelaya. The government has 
been endeavoring to prevail upon 
the members of tlie' coustitutional ag- 
sembly to abolish the constitutional 
clause prohibiting the deatli penalty, 
the object of the ministry being to en- 
able the authorities to indict it upon 
persona now in' prison. The assembly 
yesterdaj' and to-day failed to muster a 
quorum, and it is claimed that the ab- 
sence of niembera is due to their un- 
willingness to bend to the wishes of 
the government in this respect. 
The rei)resentatives of foreign nations 
have been oflicially informed by the 
constitution amending committee that 
President Zelava had been elected to 
continue in office for six years longer, 
from and after the expiration in 1897, ot 
his present term. 

Serious coolie riots are reported from 
Georgetown, the capital of British 
Guiana. The police in trying to restore 
order were obliged to fire on «je mob. 

Tynan's release, which was made to- 
day, is unconditional and he can retnain 
in France if he wishes. . The news of bis 
release being communicated to liim by 
the secretary of the prefecture, he was 
delighted and thanked his jailors for 
their kindness. 

The Daily News publishes the follow- 
ing despatch from Rome : " The Vatican, 
although in favor of Mr. McKinley, dis- 
approves of Arclihishop Ireland's letter 
because it openly mixes religion and 
politics, which the Vatican desires to 
keep separate in the United States. It 
is feared that the letter will displease 
the I'^astern and Southern Irish 
Catholics." 

/\ despatch from Manila, capital of tlie 
Phillipine islands, says tliat all the re- 
inforcements which were dispatched to 
the islands have arrived. The insurrec- 
tion in the province of Mendanai has 
been completely suppressed. 

.S ENSA I lOiNA li TRAGEDY. 

Two Policemen Wounded and Two Others 
Killed While Attempting to Make 
an^ Arrest. 

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 15, — A special 
to the American from Columbus, Ga., 
says: "Three men are dead and two 
severely wounded, as a result of a sen- 
sational tragedy which shook Columbus 
yesterday. One of the dead is J. A. 
White, who was the cause of the whole 
trouble. White and his nine-j'ear- 
old boy murdered in cold blood 
two ])olicemen and wounded two other 
men in the i)arty, which was altemiit- 
ini; to arrest them. The umrdered 
otlicers are Kichard Adams and William 
.lackson. ^Vhite was formei'ly a police- 
man, but for several years he has been 
in the shoe business. lie has been con- 
sidered eccentric but not crazy. Yes- 
terday ho became involved in a quarrel 
in a barroom, and Adams and Jackson 
served liiin with a sinnmons to answer 
the charge of difiordcrly conduct. This 
maddened White, who made threats 
against the officers. He went home, got 
a Winchester rifle, bonebt u supply of 
cartridges and, joined by his eon, also 
armed, went to the bar-room, and going 
out from tliere encountered the pflicers. 
" I told you to get ready, and if you are 
not ready you ought to be," White called 
out as be opened tiro on the officers, 
Adams and .Jackson. Adams fell at the 
first shot. Then .Tackuon fell, begging 
White to stop firing. The father stood 
over him firing into the prostrate body. 
The news of the affair created intense 
e.Kcitement. Policeman Roberta went to 
White's bouse and knocked. As he 
stepped inside he was fatally wounded 
by a ball from White's Run, The entire 
police force, armed with ' Winchesters 
and augmented by the presence of a 
largo number of citizens went to arrest 
White. White's house was surrounded 
and demands made for his 'surrender. 
The reply Was a shot which woanded a 
boy in the crowd. The six oflScere went 
to the house and broke down the doors. 
Aa they sprang in White llred, wound- 
ing Sergeant Pickett. At the same time 
White was shot,

The Property Said to Be One of tlie 
Best iu liosslaud Dis- 
trict. 



A well-attended general meeting of the 
Bhareholders of tlie Xost Kng Mining 
Company was lield in tlie Board of Trade 
rooms yeaterilay afternoon at ;! :3fl, G. A. 
Elirk, president, in the chair. Afte 
routine business ttie following report 
from the Siicretary was read and atloptud : 

G. A. Kirk, Efq., I'lr^iilr.ul iV<'.'( Kgj 

Mining Co., Virlurin : 
', Dear Siu, — In comjjliance with your 
• requeat I made a visit to the Nest K^iJ 
mine. at Bosaland on Monday, 28th Sep 
tember last. In company with Mr 
John M. Burke, who has been acting as 
superintendent of the mine without 
charge, I made an inspection of the 
property, whioh is situated a short dia 
tance from the centre of ixossland. 

At No. 1 shaft on the north vein, and 
which has not been worked sini;e the 
company ni'(iuired the property, there is 
a sluilt forty feet deep, but now ful' 
water. Lying on the dump was a con- 
siderable (lUiUitity of ore. 1 was told l)y 
Mr. Burke that at the botloni of the 
shaft there was four feet of ore, and in 
liis opinion this ledge, with further dti 
velopmeut, would prove to possess ex 
tensive bodies of pay ore. Owing to the 
water coming in, and having no ])ump- 
ing apparatus, work was carried on at 
too costly a figure, and the south ledge 
about 300 feet distant, was exi)lored. 
No. 2 shaft is on this property, and is 
about 35 feet deep. This wasalso full of 
■water, but there was an excellent show 
ing of ore on the dump. Further down 
the hill, on the same ledge, is Xo. :!

I explored the shaft to the bot- 
tom. The samples of ore brought with 
me were taken from the last shot fired 
previous to my visit. The ore from this 
shaft has assayed as high as $32 in value 
and I am informed carries a greater per 
centage of copper than any other mine 
in the south belt. Comparing the Nest 
£g|! showings with those of other mines 
visited in the Koasland camp, in my 
judgment the Nest li)gg, for the amount 
df work done, is as good as any, and 
much more valuable than a great num- 
ber of other mines in a state of devel- 
opment which occupy a liiuih place in 
the estimation of the public.

In a rock cutting 
made by the railway, a ledge over sixty 
feet in width has I)ueii exposed, (;arryiiig 
well minerarzed ledge matter the whole 
of this distance. About fifty feet from 
the railway track an open cut or trench 
baa beer, made for forty-five feet across 
the ledge. Tlie showing of mineral all 
along this distance is very satiniaclory. 
The work was about live feet in depth 
from the surface of the ground. Uotli 
Mr. Burke and the foreman in charge 
are of the opinion that the Firefly is a 
very valuable property.

which I trust will be acquiesced in by 
yourself. By this arrangement, $L',i;27 
will be required to settle Mr. 
Cooper's claim, and place the com[)any 
in possession of the Crown Grant. This 
will efl'ectually suppress the circulation 
of any further lying and libellous state- 
ments of irresponsible and malicious 
persons. 

Of the amount of stock set ajiart for 
development purposes, 100,000 shares, 
only some 21,000 have been sold the 
public. This leaves 70,000 yet to be dis- 
posed of.

After explanations by the president 
and secretary of the position of the com- 
pany, Mr. C'.

Twelve vagrants and a Chinaman were 
arrested last night. This morning they 
were given TJ hours to get out of town. 
1% i? thoi'.zlit aotneof then;, if not all. 
were burglars and sneak li-.ievea at- 
tracted here by the carnival and the re- 
port of the inadequacy of the Vancouver 
police force. During the recent rainy 
season a large nuinljerof umbrellas were 
stolen by Chinamen, whoeeeni to swarm 
in the public buildings watching their 
chance. 

Tlie synod of tlieChurehof l''nglaiid, 
di-'^cese of Xew Westminster, was hehl 
ir. Christ church yeateniay. ThelJiahop 
in his pastoral charge slated that during 
the vear the Kevs. .1. S. A. Ilaslion and

Scott sank 
like a stone, being stunned by the bow 
of the Dunsmuir; his fatlier-in-la\r was 
picked up iiy the Dunsmuir. Scott 
leaves a wife and live children.

Great Britain and bring them to perfec- 
tion. 

It will, we believe, be admitted by the 
hiatoriana and the statesmen of the 
future that Queen Victoria, by her vir- 
tues and her eood jadsment, baa given a 
new leaBe of life to monarchical institu- 
tions. If monarchy, after sixty years of 
Queen Victoria's reign, is more popular 
in Great Britain than it was when she 
ascended the throne;, the credit is duo to 
our good Queen. In an age when demo- 
cratic ideas were enthusiastically dia- 
seminnted and when> they were received 
gladly by multitudes, when thrones were 
trembling and toppling in all directions, 
Queen Victoria reigned secure. Her 
throne was never for a moment en- 
dangered by revolutionists. Tho loyalty 
of distant colonists was not only pr^ 
served, but grew more intense and en- 
thusiastic as time advanced. Would 
this have been the case if a bad or even 
an unwise Sovereign had been on the 
throne of Great Britain? Wo think not. 
Ciueeu Victoria has always been judici- 
ous. She has never strained lier pre- 
rogative. She has never given the peo- 
ple of the British Empire reason to think 
that if another Sovereign was on the 
Throne they would be better governed 
Whatever discontent there may have 
been in tlie Empire tUiring tho last 
sixty years, tjueen Victoriii was 
not for a single day its object. 
The position of colonists during her 
reign has been immeasurably improved. 
Since 1837 the bonds wliich have united 
13ritiah America with the Mother Coun- 
try have never been felt to he galling. 
Cauadiana are to-day as proiui of being 
the aulijects of CJueen Victoria as are the 
most loyal of the inhabitants of Great 
liritain. Tbey sing 

" (lod save onr yrucioiis Queen, 
l.ong Uve our noble Queen," 

as sincerely as it is sung in any part of 
the ]<Jmpire." 



VICTORIA'S kEIGN. 

To-tiay has been proclaimed a holiday 
by the Mayor " to commemorate the at 
tainment by Her Most Gracious Majesty 
Queen Victoria of tho longest reign in 
British history." CJueen Victoria's 
reign has been long. There are many 
of her subjects who have gone through 
youth and manhood and who are enter- 
ing old age, who have Icnown no other 
Sovereicn. From their earliest child- 
hood all public acts have been done in 
the name of Queen Victoria, and as far 
back as they can remember tjueen Vic- 
toria has been prayed for in the 
chuiehes. In all that time they have 
not heard tlieir beloved Queen's name 
slightingly mentioned or known an 
unworthy act attributed to her. Her 
name lias never been mentioned excejjt 
in praise, and is very fretiuently ac 
companied by a Ijlessing. " The tjueen 
God bless iierl" is a great deal more 
than a form of words to British ears. 

When Queen Victoria began to reign 
she was a young woman of eighteen 
years of age. She ascended the Throne 
on the 20th of June, 1S37, so she will 
have reigned sixty years on the 19 th of 
next June. But she has already reigned 
longer than any other British Sovereign. 
Her grandfather, George the Third, 
reigned lifty-nine years, three months 
aiiil.fonr days. On tlie l-'2nd of Septem- 
ber last the (iueen had reigned as long 
as George the Third. But the reicn of 
■Queen Victoria has been a happier one 
to her personally than that of George 
the Third was to him. She has during 
all that time enjoyed good healtli 
mind as well as of lioily, and has had the 
satisfaction to know that she has been 
beloved by her subjects, high and low, 
rich and poor. Sne has had a great 
sorrow which has saddened much of her 
life, but has not darkened it. ,She has 
had lesser sorrows wliich she has 
borne with exemplary fortitude and 
resignation. The Queen has liad the 
satisfaction of knowing that her trouljles 
have not been of her own creating. They 
have been troubles common to the lot 
of mortals, and her suiTeringa have en- 
deared her to her people. Her reign, 
too, has been on the whole a reign of 
peace. 

The long reign of (Jeorge the Third 
was a stormy one, and it does not ai)pear 
that he enjoyed any unusual amount of 
domestic happiness. His mind, too, 
gave way and there were intervals 
in which others had to think for 
him and to act for him. During 
his reign Great Britain became 
powerful and won a large share 
of military glory. But tlie jirocess of 
becoming great and powerful is often a 
very painful one, iminful alike to the 
people and their sovereign. But the 
British nation has not been required to 
sufifer in the reign of Queen Victoria as 
it had Buffered in tho reign of George the 
Third. It increased wonderfully in 
population, in wealth and in all that 
goes to make a people enliglitetied and 
potverful; hut its progress, for tho moat 
part, was a peaceful progress. And the 
nation.ie still advancing. It may he that 
before the good Queen is called away the 
first steps will have been made towards 
a closer union of the British Empire, 
and that she may have good reason 
to hope that before very long the 
whole ISritish I'hnpire will be firm- 
ly welded together and will form a 
nation greater and more powerful 
than any that has yet existed on the 
face of the earth— a nation which will 
cherish the institutions . peculiar to 



INARTISTIC. 



The liypocrisy of our Liberal contem- 
poraries is not artistic. It is in fact 
very much the reverse. It is so clumsy 
and so gross that it is seen through by 
the least discerning. When those papers 
try to make their readers believe that 
the Govorimient never offered the'vacant 
British Columbia judgeship to a gentle- 
man who is not a member of the Bar of 
the Province they state what they them- 
selves and everyone else now knows to 
be untrue. We are not greatly surprised 
to see the Westminster Columbian afl'ect- 
ing to believe that: 

Tiie stories that were so industriously 
circulated from Ottawa of late, from in- 
ventive Conservative circles, doubtless, 
to the effect that an outsider — some- 
times it was Hon. Joseph Martin of 
Winnipeg, and again Hon. D. C. Fraser 
of Guysboro — had been offered or would 
receive the vacant appointment on the 
B.C. Bench — were, it is now announced, 
on Ministerial authority, all moonshine. 
In the words (slightly parapliraaecf) of 
the late Mr. Pope, a Conservative wortliy 
— whom devout Conservative organs are 
fond of quoting — there was " nothin' in 
it." 

The Westminster paper is so strong a 
pai tioan that it evidently beliovea there 
is no harm in trying to deceive the pub- 
lic if the dece))tion is calculated to bene- 
fit the Liberal party. It know.s very 
well that the " stories " were not in- 
ventions, and that they came from Lib- 
erals as well as Conservatives. Some of 
those who protested most strongly 
against an outsider being appointed were 
Ijiberajs, among them Mr. Morrison, the 
representative of WestminBter in the 
House of Commons. It, no doubt, 
knows that Mr. .Joseph I\Iartin was of- 
fered the judgeship in the face of the 
most earnest protests of Mr. Morrison 
and other prominent Liberals of the 
Province whom we could name, and it 
most probably knows that if it were not 
for Mr. Morrison's strenuous and loyal 
ojiposition Mr. Fraser, of Xova Scotia, 
would liave been appointed to the 
vacant seat on the British Columbia 
Bench. The Columbian should not for 
a moment forget that Liberals in Ottawa 
and elsewhere are not blind and dumb. 
They see what is going oti, and some of 
them, when the proceedings of tho Gov- 
ernment do not pleaee tliom, are honest 
enough and manly enough to state their 
objections audibly. This has been tho 
case in the matter of the recent appoint- 
ment to the Bench. It was offered to 
•Mr. .Toseph Martin, and if he had 
aec(!pted it he would to-daj' he a British 
Columbia judge. That he docs not 
occupy that jjosition is not owing to any 
respect wliicli the present Government 
have for the opinions and wishes of the 
Liberals of this Province, for Mr. Martin 
had the refusal of 'the seat — it remained 
with him whether he should or should 
not bo ono of the judges of British 
Columbia. All that it does when it 
denies what thousands in British Colum- 
bia now know to ho true is to convince 
the public that it has no regard for the 
truth. 



to an estimate made by the Dean of 
Norwich there are 400 beneficed clergy- 
men who receive Ibaa than .^250 a year 
each, 3,500 who receive less than $500 
and 7,000 who receive leas than .'fOSO. 

This is a miaerable state of affairs. A 
backwoods settlement in Canada would 
not think of oflfering a pastor less than 
^1550, and if we do not mistake $800 a 
year is the lowest salary that a Presby- 
terian congregation is allowed to ofler. 

The accounts of the poverty of clergy- 
men in England are truly pitiable. We 
read of ministers who cannof afford to 
have butchers' meat on their tables and 
who are unable to pay foi medicine and 
medical attendance for themselves or for 
members of their families. The poverty 
of these unfortunate ministers of religion 
is 80 conspicuous and so well known 
that medical men do not think of charg- 
ing them for their services. " I have 
attended medically," writes a pliysician 
to the Times, " something. like -10 clergy- 
men, including Nonconformists and 
Roman Catholics, and I never charged 
except in the case of Bishops, well paid 
church dignitaries or men with private 
fortunes, and I never heard of any doc- 
tor who did charge the pooreV clergy." 
There is one class of the clergy who 
are not kept on starvation allowance. 
That class is composed of Bishops. One 
of tho correspondents of the Times 
writes : 

" For a Church whose Bishops in 
England and Wales have an aggregate 

income of £15:;, 000 a year— c, t;5,110 
(f25,500) a year each on an average — to 
appeal to the laitj' on behalf of the 
poorer clertry is a aoniewliat cynical pro- 
ceeding unless accompanied by aoiue at- 
tempt of equalization of incomes." 

Those who denounce the clergy of the 
established Church in England as a 
number of over-paid and under-worked 
men should try to remember that there 
are about 11,000 clergymen in iMigland 
who do not get $tj50 a year each, a very 
large ])roportion of them getting much 
less. Nothinc is said here of the' army 
of under-paid curates.

DR, ilAN'S DEFENCE 



The Lute Medical Health Oflicer 
Explains His Position With Be- 
gard to Recent Charges. 



A. B. ERSKINE, 



COUN iR GOVERN.MENl' 

AND.J0HK60N STREEFS. 



Not Yet Advised From Ottawa of 
Any Complaint Preferreil 
Against Him. 



For several months past, in fact ever 
since the last general elections, the Vic- 
toria Evening Times has devoted column 

upon column to the abuse of Dr. (ieorge 
H. Duncan, successor to the late Dr. 
JNIacnaughton Jones as superintendent 
of quarantine at William Head, and 
until two weeks or so ago health officer of 
the city. Not content with endeavoring 
to undermine and destroy the high pro- 
fessional reputation the Doctor has 
earned in his private practice as well as 
in his oflicial capacity, his enemy of the 
jn-ess has bent its every energy to the 
task of securing his dismissal from the 
important public ofBce which he fills 
with eminent satisfaction to the majority 
of the community and with intelligent 
regard to the rights and interests of the 
commercial bodies with which his official 
duties throw him most directly in con- 
tact. On Wednesday the climax was 
reached in the crusade animated by 
petty spite, and the Times announced in 
what purported to be a telegram from its 
Ottawa correspondent that: 

" Dr. Duncan, fiinirantine oflicer at 
William Head, has been dismissed. The 
order-in-council aiipointing him passed 
hy the late government, which in fact 
has not properly gone into force, has 
been cancelled. Duncan nlloved a .s')(.<- 
prrl and a iiidii wlio was ill chanje. to 
cDiiii' out of i/iitiranline and vote for Earle 
and Prior in Victoria at the last general 
elections. The otTense was so grave that 
nia dismisaal was considered necessary 
in the interest of the publio safety." 

In the italicized sentence is found the 
head and front of the Doctor's offending. 
The charge outlined has already been 
dinilt with by a municioal commission 
of inc|oiry, which dei^lined to condemn 
the Doctor, and hence the i)ublic must 
naturally e.xperience keen surjirise that 
the Dominion government shonlil takii 
such action as stated in the dispatch 
pioted — particularly as not even the 
dee|)ly iirejiuliced Times has been able 
to point to the slitrhtest cause uf com- 
aintagainst Hr.Duncan as superintend- 
ent of (iiiarantines, while on the otiier 
hand both the past and present mayors 
of the city and the medical council of 
the province have voluntarily placed on 
record their testimony to his energy, hon- 
esty and efficiency as city health officer, 
while asserting that the cancellation of 
is appointment as quarantine officer on 
the grounds alleged would be an injns- 
tice and an outrage. It seems almost 
incredible that any government would 
take such action against an oflicial whoso 
discharge of his Dominion duties has al- 
ways been most satisfactory — without at 
least informing him of the charges pre- 
ferreil against him and altbrdiiiL' him 
opiiortunity to defend fiimself. This is 
siiiijile ju^tici', and nothing can justify 
in tlie eyes of lovers of fair ]>lay a con- 
demnation without a trial. The 
Coi.oNi.sr's Ottawa corrt^sptnideiit has 
obtained no confirmation of the 
report of the Doctor's disiiiissal, 
however, and when a reporter calletl 
upon the Quarantine Superintendent 
ast evening and asked if he had had 
any official intimation of dismissal, the 
Doctor replied : 

None whatever. Nor do I believe 
that any guvernnieiit would dismiss an 
oflicial withijiil lirst laying before that 
ollicial the charges preferred against 
him, and giving him an opportunity to 
defend himself." 

"Why have you never rejilicd to the 
various attacks, uiion you that have 
ately apj)eared in the evening ])aper?" 
was asked. 

As luedic'al health ollii;er of the 
city," Dr. Duncan reiilied, " I was 
willing and ready at any time to explain 
all my oflicial acts to the Mayor and 
ird of health, while as quariintine 
oflicer I am uniler the Minister of Agri- 
culture, to whom I am also willing and 
ready to state myactionsand the reasons 
therefor. I am not responsible to the 
newspapers, nor do I consider it incum- 
bent upon me to answer to them (or the 
conduct of the public office placed in my 
charge." 

" You have been charged with letting 
out a smallpox suspect and a guard from 
the city isolation hospital, thus en- 
dangering the public health," the rejire- 
sentativo of the Coi-onist pursued. " Is 
this true? The general public know 
little of the facts and I am sure would 
like to know nil." 

" The health law," ox])lained Dr. Dun- 
can, " is exceedingly strict, and if that 
charge be true I am guilty of a criminal 
odence and liable to imprisonment. Why 
then have I not been prosecuted? No~ 
I violated no law nor in any way 
jeopardized the health of the community. 
My action in the premises was fully 
justified by medical precedent as well as 
by common sense." 

I " May I ask if the case was small- 

I pox? " 

" When I first saw the patient I was 
of the opinion that ho was suffering 
' from chickenpox, hut as a safeguard I 
ordered the patient's removal, in case 
it might he smallpox but taking care, 
however, that the patient should he 
placed in a jmre building. I am satia- 
iicd my opiiiiiiii was corrc-cl — lirat, (roni 
the ap))carani:e and syinptonis of the 
case; second, bei'auae the source of con- 
tagion was that of chickenpox, there be-

ing none of smallpox ; and third, because 
after his recovery, with his consent, I 
vaccinated him with calf lymph with 
the result that he was laid up for a week 
or ten days with a typical arm— the vac- 
cine having taken strongly. You know 
as health officer I was bound to use all 
legitimate means to ascertain the true 
nature of any disease that occurred in 
the city." 

" Now, Doctor, what do you believe to 
be the projier treatment of suspects — by 
that I supjiose you mean persons ex- 
posed 10 the disease?" 

" Yes — those exposed to the disease. 
In this particular case I told the sus- 
pects they would be taken to the isola- 
tion grounds, their clothing disinfected 
and they themselves being given a 
disinfectant bath and then liberated— 
for then they would not be a 
danger to the public until they 
developed the disease. These young 
men were responsible young men who I 
felt confident at the aliehtest symptom 
of illness— before the dan^r. period — 
would report themselves. If they were 
not so resDonsible I would have kejit 
them confined. 

" In this particular instance of wliii-h 
so much has been said, the young man 
was getting only ifSn per month or there- 
abouts, ujion which fje had to sujijiort a 
family, and 1 considered it an injustice 
to him to shut off one half month's nay 
and at the same time [mt the city to the 
expense of keeping him at the station 
when the jmblic safety did not ileniaiul 
it. So you see it was in opiiosition to 
my wishes that he was detained at all 
after disinfection. This ia the custom 
which obtains in England, and surely 
Canadian blood does not ditfer from the 
British? I have always acted pn the 
)>rinciple that when the public health is 
not endungered private rights should be 
carefully respected." 

" But as to the guard?" was asked. 

" The guard at no time cjvine in con- 
tact with disease in any form. He was 
merely a gatekeeper, under no restraint, 
lie might at any time ([uit his job and 
leave without even having his clothing 
disinfected— and with perfect safety to 
the public." 

" P,iit were you aware how the sus- 
jiect was going to vote — that appears to 
be the burden of complaint? " 

" I was not. All I knew was that he 
was a dissatisfied post office employe. 
But here is what he says, under oath, in 
this matter: 

" 'The Medical Health Olbcer did not 
know how I was going to vote. I voted 
for Tenipleman and Jlilne."

"Woman, Wife and Sovereiffu— Poet- 
ical Tributes to Her Charac- 
teristics. ' 



The " fierce li^ht that beats about a 

throno,"which has been spoken of ivi the 
most searching to wliieh an individual 
can be subjected may poasibly, without 
any great stretch of the imagination be 
likened to the recently discovered 
Boentgen rays that have been succeae- 
fully turned upon the very vitals of the 
human being and revealed features of 
the internal economy that before were 
in a sense more or less imaginary, or 
rather dixluctive. So with the light tliat 
iti coritiaually being reileoted upon tlie 
person of public cliaracter or liigh sta- 
tion whose conditionei of life and whose 
actions — nay, even thoughts. — are con- 
tinually being subjected to a ecniliny 
•which, like that of the luciliciil nuin. 
seeks for anything I'.nd everytliing tliat 
is not as it Hlionld l)e. Nevertlieleas, in 
tlie case of (.i'ueen Victoria, whoKi' 
" longest reign in British history" is 
being to-day commemorated, nothing 
has been found in any sense deroga- 
tory to lier character as woman, wife 
and sovereign. Few, indeed, if any 
there are wlio will take exception to the 
tribute i)aid to her worth by the late 
poet Laureate, Tennyson when he wrote, 
years ago : 

Her Court was pure, her life serene ; 
God gave lier peace ; her land reposed ; 
A tliouSaud chiiiu.s to reverence cIosimI 
In luT as Motlier, wile and i,>iR'en. 

And statesmen at her council met 
Who knew the seasons wlieu to take 
Uccasion bv the liand, and make 
The hands ot freedom wider yet, 

]3v KlKijiiiig Sdmc august cUmti i', 
W'hieh ke|it her llirone unslmken still, 
Broad-l):isi'd uium her jieopk^'s will, 
And comimssoil by tlie iiivioUitc sea. 

It is remarkable, too, that not even 
the moat bitter opponents of the mon- 
arcliicai system— not, indeed, tliose who 
have been the loudest in their denunci- 
ations of the British and Britisli rule 
and of the wrongs which under it have, 
as thev allege, been perpetrated upon 
tlieir 3iationality, have one word to say 
against tin; woman wliose life — modest 
and retiring as it has ever been save 
when occasion demanded — lias neces- 
earily been tubjected to the full blaze 
and the searching investigation of what 
has naturally been a somewhat hostile 
criticiam. The moment she ascended 
the throne in succession to two monarch s 
who were personally unpopular, the one 
on account of hie habits and his treat- 
ment of the unfortunate Queen Caro- 
line, and the otlier he;auso he liad, dur- 
ing liis comparatively brief reign, 
exhibitc-d few it any of tlioae qualities 
that his liigh position deniancled, the 
new sovereign was subjected to the most 
censorious observations. 

Queen Victoria's l eign c^ui in no way 
be compareil to that of either of tlie sov- 
ereigns who, previous to her tiiite, had 
divided tiie lionors of having the longest 
worn the crown of Enghtnd — or ratlier 
of Great Britain and Ireland — in Iler 
Majesty's case, and during a portion of 
the time of George III. Henry IIJ 
reigned from 1216 to 1272— a period of 
fifty-aix yeara — while George III had 
almost sixty years to his credit, having 
been King from 1760 to 1830— sixty 
years— tliough for nine yeara of that 
time, his mind being beclouded, George 
IV, the prince regent, was virtually 
King. Henry's reign liegan witli a 
regency, ho being but nine years old on 
his father's death, and was followed by a 
government of favorites, that led to 
wdiat has been tei-ined the Mad parlia- 
jiient, which was followed by the Barons' 
war, a short time only — some live or six 
years — intervening between the restor- 
ation of peace and the death of the King. 
The reign of George III was remarkaljle 
for the war ot American Indei)endence, 
which resulted in the establishment of 
the great republic to the South, serious 
agitations throughout the kingdom for 
economic reforma, and the long pro- 
tracted war with France, which resulted 
in the fall of Napoleon during the 
regency of Prince George. 

In the two reigns wiiich for lenirth of 
duration are to he compared with tliat 
of Queen Victoria very little progress 
was made by the ICngliah people, edu- 
cationally, socially, commercially oi' 
materially. Rather, in fact, was it the 
reverse. On the other hand, .since; the 
accession of Her Majestv in l.S,'!7 the 
record has been one of continuous nro- 
presB, and the dillident girl who was 
Bueldenly called from tiie comparative 
retirement of Kensington lias iiad the 
distinguished honor of [jresiding uvei 
tlio destinies of a nation which during 
her term of office lias become the 
monarch of the seas, the arbiter of

To THK Editok: — As a ratepayer of 
tbe City ot Victoria, I wish to call at 
tention to the present state of matters 
witii regard to the above bridge, 

A bye-law haa been twice read, prO' 
viding for a loan of $ir)0,000 to'be incur- 
rev.l by the city to build a bridge. Now 
I wish to state a few facts. Tho bridge 
whieii endftl bo disa.strously cost a triilc 
over $11,000. .Say that it was not in- 
tended for the traflic wliich eventually 
it hnd to liear, that it re(|uired much 
strengthening as regards material and 
■conetruction, another four to five thou- 
sand dollars, $h;,000 to .$18,000 in all 
perhap.s, would have rendered that 
bridge strong enough for ear traflie. 
am supposing, of course, that it was 
properly superintended and received 
reasonable and skilleil supervision at 
stated periods to ascertain its state of 
repair, and was not treated with tbe 
nettlect it tiltiinately met. 

If, on the other hand, it be resolved to 
build a bridge of a diflferent character 
having, that ie to say, stone foundation 
piers supporting a structure of steel with 
a central draw, as tho present railway 
bridge, this bridge from careful esti 
mates l)0th for iron and stone enn lie 
built, I am <;redilily informed, at a cost 
of .flO,OUO, say if;")0,000 providing lor ex. 
treme contingencies. 

The C.l'.K. I am told on good author 
ity if building a railway bridge on th 
site would not spend e.^ceediiig $110, (X)0 
Hero we should liavo a structure far 
superior in strengtli to the late bridge 
(which after all did duty in one capacity 
and another for ten years) ; and passing 
tlie real requirements of the city either 
for durability, weight to be carried or 
aecommodation to he supplied for traflic 
either by car or ordinary vehicle and 
foot passenger. Before voting the public 
will I think demand the production of 
plans which could justify the lavish ex- 
penditure of $100,000 extra, more par 
ticularly at this juncture.

Not tlie Slightest Wcii of an At- 
tempt to Force the Dar- 
danelles. 



WAtiiiiK<iroN, Oct. 1").— The closest in- 
quiry fails to disclose any chaimo in the 
jiolicy of the state depuitnieiit toward 
the Turkish (iiiestion, and particularly 
respecting the movements o£ the little 
dispatch boat JBancroft. No orders have 
.gone forward since the original instruc- 
tions of Admiral Solfridge, nor are any 
on the way tooching the future luove- 
nients of tlie Bancroft. The vessel, upon 
arrival at (Jibrnltar, was ordered by 
Admiral Selfridge to proceed to Smyrna, 
andisdne there in a day or two. The 
Cincinnati id also on her way to the 
same point. At Smyrnaare now asBem- 
bled the flagship San Francisco, tlie 
Minneapolis and the iVIarblehead. The 
purpose of the gatlierinp is to meet the 
Cincinnati and I5ancroft, which bring 
out ilralts of new men to take the places - 
of the sailors whose terms of enlistment : 
are about to empire. ; 

Naval otlicera ridicule the idea that 
the Bancroft will uiulurtako to force the 
pab^iiL'c of the Dardanelles, for tliia 
would be absolutely impossible. I'rob- 
ably she has been sent to Turkey to 
serve wliatever useful purpose she can, 
either as a dispatch boat to communi- 
cate between tlie larger vessels of the 
• United States Bijuadron, or to accommo- 
date Minister Terrell. The state depart- 
ment has preferred no request for her 
admission to tlie Dardanelles, and in 
view of'the seini-oihcial announcement 
of the Porte that such permis ion would 
not be granted, it is not likely the de- 
partment will sabject itself to the snub 
that might be expected if the demand 
were made. i 

It is regarded as probable, in tlie event 
of real disturbances in Constantinojile, 
the only case in which the Bancroft 
could be of the slightest use, that Minis- 
ter Terrell would be able to bring the 
ship through without any serious objec- 
tion, but in the present aspect of i'urk- 
, ish afi'airs there is no reason to look for 
trouble. That part of the Bancroft story 
alleging that tlio French fleet would co- 
operate in securing the passage of the 
Bancroft through the Dardanelles is 
absolutely without foundation. It can 
be stated on unquestioned diplomatic 
authority that no negotiations to such 
end have ever been attempted. 

The essential features of the story are 
discredited in diplomatic circles, which 
believe the published report originated 
in the fact that the 'Bancroft's ad- 
mission to the BosphoruB is desired, and 
Minister Terrell will use his influence on 
the Porte to bring it about by peaceful 
methods, but will not persist, it ilecidud 
objection is made. At no time was there 
the slightest intention of undertaking to 
force a passage of the Dardanelles, least 
of all at present, when almost daily 
caljles bring the assurance of the Porte 
to some one of the jiowera party to the 
treaty of I'aris that reforms shall be in- 
itiated at once in the disturbed pro- 
vinces, and that the Turkish ofhciala 
shall be held to a rigid responsibility for 
the maintenance of order and the pro- 
tection of life and property in the re- 
spective provinces. 

London, Oct. 15 — The morning papers 
discredit the report set afloat in tlie 
United States that the Bancroft was to 
proceed through the Dardanelles with- 
out regard to any protest offered by 
Turkey, and was to be protected in so 
doing, if necessary, by tlie United States 
squadron at Smyrna. 

The Chronicle suggests, in comment- 
ing upon the report, that in the event 
of the United States doing for Europe 
what Europe dare not do for herself, tlie 
United States with three (-ruisers might 
seize the customs at Smyrna. 

The Graphic and Post concur in the 
opinion that such action aa tlie passage 
of the DarduneUes by the Bancroft would 
fail to settle the Eastern problem. The 
Post thinks, perhaps, there is a kernel 
of truth in the report that Kussia's 
good oflicea have been invoked to in- 
duce the Saltan to permit an American 
man-of-war to proceed to Constanti- 
nople. 



ALMOST STAIIVLNG. 

Twenty-Five Thoiisaiic! People Near GiiaVa- 
qiiil Destitute ol the Necessaries 
of Life. 

Nkw YoltK, Oct. lo. — A special to the 
Herald from (iuayaiiuil, E<;uador, says: 
A committee has been formed to collect 
funds and distribute relief to the thou- 
sands who are without homes, food or 
clothiuL'. The i^ommitteu ia sunctioiiud 
by ' lie guvcnunent luid ia iiuule up of 
well known ritizeiis. Great conlidence 
in its ability to relieve tliodistress caused 
by the tire has been publicly expressed. 
The president of tlie committee is Luis 
Dillon ; vice-jiresidont, Martin Aviles ; 
treasurer, .1. A. Wheeler. 

It is believed that 25,000 persons 
.are without even the necessaries of 
life. They sleep in the fields and 
depenci entirely for food on what 
is eent them by the relief corps. 
Ten thousand persons have al- 
ready left the city, fearing that pesti- 
lence will follow the lire. The farmers 
in adjacent districts are sending in ba- 
nanas and rice, and Bubaoriptions are 
now coming in from other points in 
South America. 

One of the chief evils is the scarcity of 
money with which to start liusiiiesB. 
The Bank of Ecuador will open on Mon- 
day in temporary quarters, and it is 
hoped that this will aid the merchants. 
All are resigned to the fate wliich has 
befallen the town and order prevails. 
The expression of sympathy and the 
help which has already come from Now 
York have touched the people. The 
■sum sent by the Central Cable Company 
has done much good.

" Were 1 to endeavor lo curry away 
with me in a material way my aff(!ctiiin 
for America, the high eateem and kindly 
feelings I entertain for American insti- 
tutions, the admiration I feel tor the 
Catholic church in this country, so great, 
so glorious, so progressive, 1 am sure I 
would have to press into service another 
steamer larger than the Kaiser Wilhelni, 
which is to bear me away. 

" Finally, gentlemen, accept the ex- 
pression of the profound admiration 
with which your devotion to the holy 
church has filled me. May still greater 
prosperity and progress be the lot of the 
church in America, of the church in this 
great diocese of New York, and of the 
(jatholic clubs. These, gentlemen, are 
the feelings which animate me and to 
which I have given exprcsaion before 
pronouncing that word which is always 
hardest between friends — farewell."

Unimak Pass, one of the gateways to 
Beliring sea through the Aleutian group, 
ia marked at present by the wreck of the 
Victoria sealing schooner San Jose, a 
little craft of 31 tons belonging to Cap- 
tain C. J. Ivelly, of tiiis city. There the 
shattered remains of tho once staunch 
sealer He scattered between huge 
Ijouldera, exi)OBed to every swell of the 
broad Pacific and grinding into nieces 
with every swell. How the well known 
craft met her fate ia told by Fred. Cole, 
her captain, who with bis crew of 25 
men — 8 whiles and 17 Indians — returned 
home on the City of Topeka 
from Alaska last evening. Ho was 
anchored in tho Pass on the night of 
September 22, when a heavy easterly 
gale arose which carried the suhoonur in 
spite of all elTorts to save her into tho 
rocky grave yard where now she lies. 
All happened in darkness, and had there 
been anything else but clever seamau- 
shio displayed all might have met their 
death. When the vessel struck lirat 
every man aboard knew that the 
schooner was doomed, yet every man 
stayed at his poet — to disembark would 
have cost each his life. Swell after swell 
piled high on the rocky coast; but tho 
sealer being conii)aru'tively light of 
draught was carried far inland and 
those aboard were then given their oj)-' 
portunity to land. This task they ac- 
complished after an experience they 
care not to repeat, although no man was 
severely injured. When all were ashore 
Captain Colo dispatched a canoe to 
Oun\hiska for aasistance. This canoe 
had to be portaged across a part of the 
. - island, but in making its voyage it met

picked up quickly procured a steamer 
which went to the wrecked crow's 
rescue. By this lime, however. Captain 
Cole had secured all bis sealskins — (iiO 
in number — with which, the only pro- 
perty saved from the wreck, they left 
the barren spot and transferring 
afterwards to tho Topeka came on to 
Victoria. The skins saved represent the 
luck of the unfortunate vessel in tho sea, 
and when added to tho coast catch give 
her S'lO for the season. Some of the sea 
catch, Captain Cole considers, may have 
been damaged, but to what extent he of 
course is unable to state. The vessel, it 
ia understood, is almost, if not fully, 
covered by insurance, and her loss with 
sealing equipment, etc., runs in the 
thousands several times. Apart from 
the story of this disaster the Topeka 
brought little news. She had no Yukon 
mail, the Canadian carrier. Captain 
William Moore, not having yet returned 
from tho interior when the Topeka left 
Juneau. The steamer brought down a 
large number of passengers, most of 
vrhom were returning miners. '

ci':ntennial op vaccination. 

Tlie Experience ot" Russia Leads to a 
National Coiuuiemoration. 

(From tlie New York Iiide|ii'M.Ieut|. 

Could tiiu shade of .lenner revisit the 
earth next year it iionld not but bo 
pleased at the general attention that 
will then be given to tho history and re- 
sults of his great discovery. Russia, 
vrhore the circumstances surroundinE its 
introduction were such as to make it 
ever memorable, proposes to have a na- 
tional comuieinoration of a process 
which has saved millions of lives in that 
teeming empire, Germany will not bo 
behind, tor she has more accurate testi- 
mony to e.xhibit than an)' other country 
from.the complete success of vaccination 
and re- vaccina tion in her army; and the 
American Medical Association, meeting 
in May, 1807, promises to devote special 
attention to the subject. 

Dr. Setin, seeing that smallpox was 
approaching from the east to St. Peters- 
burg, set himself to make a precise study 
of the ellectB of vaccination and non- 
vaccination. Ho examined 1,5114 chil- 
dren, belonging to 6(15 families. He 
found that 1,055 had been vacciiialed, 
and had visilile scars; 75 formed adoubt- 
fill group who were said to have been 
vaccinated, but had no visible scars; -KM 
liad never been vaccinated. Smallpox 
came and a widcsj)read epidemic re- 
sulted. It was found that of the vacci- 
nated children Iti contracted the disease 
— 1.3 per cent. Of the doubtful cases 
nearly CO per cent suflfered, while of 
those known to be unvaccinated 68 per 
cent had the disease — that ia, the un- 
vaccinated suffered to an extent 45 
times as great as the vaccinated. 
In these families where none 
had been protected, of which 
there were IS'J, if one child fell 
sick all the others in the house were 
sure to bo attacked; there were 17 ex- 
ceptions. Some families hastened to 
have all their willing members vaccinat- 
ed, and in every case it proved a safe- 
guard, and in the supposable unwilling 
members tho punishment of flying in 
the face of a clearly demonstrated scien- 
tific way of escape was an attack of the 
disease. 

Dr. Sotin l)elieves that there is no 
danger from vaccination done during an 
epidemic; and it seems as if any person 
who finds himself surrounded by 
'• cases," as in time of epidemic, would 
not fail to submit to it. Tho rationale 
of the matter is this, even supposini; 
that he has "caught" emallpos, 
if he is inoculated with the 
virus of vaccination in time he 
iias two poisons in his system, one viru- 
lent and .often fatal, the'otber of a mild- 
er diBease of the same nature; bat with 
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proved eecuiity. Business strletlj 
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r. Z.ANDSBERG, 
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lees injurious eGTecta ; but the vaccine 
disease runs its course, in about four 
days less than the more violent one, and 
thuB literally gets ahead of it," and 
there is no doubt that if a sudden and 
severe onset should be made in any 
community, by the iiitroiluctioii of in- 
fected persons or things from the out- 
side, and a genei-al e])idemic started, it 
might be " stamped out " as effectually 
as cholera has been this year in Hawaii, 
by a universal vaccination.
